All HSCI&*s OCBD’s 
jpertainlag to security of tatelUgeace are predteated oa this fee- 
tor and charter of the Security Committee spetdfieally mtikea 
raferaaee to tiie commas rcapeasihility a^ect. la this regard, 
the memorandum of Z9 August 1942 fr&m the Acrftag Cmeral Ceunsel 
poiate out that the law places rasponsilrfl^y oa the DCI for the pro- 
tection of latelUgenee and iatelligmee sources aj»i me^oda. © 
does ait, hoimrer. grant any specific authority to implement that 
respoasihimy. Asrfhority to institute coatrols ami procedures 
heyaatd CIA weedd require appropriate NSC action, prasuaaahly 
after IfSIB actiim. Further, may NSC action w<mld necessarity 
have to be emststeat with existing law including the proviso ewt- 
tained in 102 {dj (31 that the Agency shall hare ao law enftHrcement 
power or interaal security functions. O J

‘fHe teveiEt||»fife«i could be coiiductid'by IE«**ciaaibln¥d leam’ eaSl 
would exfeud toto the di^rtmeids and agcnciea torolved. to the 
tovostigation conducted to each department, the assigned repre- 
sentative from Hat department would be the senior tovestlgative 
officer for that area of tovestigation., however, be w<mld be 
accompanied and aastded by one or more other members of the 
DCF* investigative team regardless of tbeir department a0iiia- 
tioa. The department concerned would be espected to cooperate 
to tb« fullest to maktog available Us records for inspection and 
employees for totenriew purposes. The investigation would be 
conducted under tbe 0CFs direction and authority but as an to* 
telligence Community action. This would ensure, to scene degree. 
Impartiality to the course of the tovetdigation and permit the tm- 
vestigation to be pursued to its preper and logical esdast. M 
wcttM aiot be construed, however, as tafrlx^tng or negattog the 
security commani responsibility of each department head. This 
team concept under the DCI could be auHorlaed by agreement of 
the departments and agencies concerned and probably would not 
require the Issuance of an HSCID Directive. This approach would 
not be toconsistmt with the legislative proposal being prepared by 
the Ad Hoc Committee for the additional proteetimi of totelligence. 
to additim, this investigative capability would be esercleed mily 
in the cases of serious unauHorlaed disclosures considered to be 
damagtog to intelligence sources and methods and warranting an 
tovestigatioa. ft would avoid becoming involved to those adminis- 
trative type investigations of purely local security breaches and 
tofractions occurring dally in each department and agency. 

fc. Within the framework of its limited auHority, the Security 
Cmnmilftee endeavored to afproach this c<mce|d of tovestigatton 
through the coordtoatien of tovestigative leads and oHer tofor- 
matim. ft did ned entend. however, to the Joint tovestigative 
action within the departments and agencies as It was clearly in- 
dicated to the course of USIB and Security Committee discussions 
that each department and ag «tcy would conduct Its own tovestiga- 
ti<». If the above concept should be adopted, experience to 
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tte»«thoTiJEed disclosure© zol|^t prove this t© be e 
faeeSMe method. Tkle concept els© mmM pernd^t fleidMllty t© 
meet eny type of eltoetioa 4i^<mdteg upon the greHty of ^e un- 
authorised dlecleeure. & would most likely re«*^t in each dspart- 
m«»t and agency eetahlieMng a profeesionsal cadre of laveetlgators 
to eerve both the individual department's interest and to support 
the team concept under the authority of the BCI, 

1, In regard to the reporting of c^atact* with the press, 
the depattments and agencies serving public functions are very 
likely to be most sensitive abmd req,uiriJig all cortacte with the 
preea to be reported. Thee# d^artments and agencies !»v« 
wheiTe litti* s^naittv# i^©iMiaEtioa i» «v^3r 

volved and which, by their nature, probably have frequent dealing 
with the public press, a is not felt that these components r^re* 
sent the problem in the control of sensitive iatellif ence and opera- 
tional Information. B Is felt that these consonants could be 
excluded from the requirement of press reporting, but that those 
other con^poaente of the departmeaia and agencies which nom»lly 
receive and deal with sensitive information could he idej^fted and 
their personnel could be required to r^ort all press c^dacts. 

This requirement can be more l^lcally defei^ed against press 
and public crltlciem than could a bUnket order requiring all 
press GOaotacts to be reported. The key to this solution wov^d be 
the identiflcatlmt of those components possesstog sensitive Infor- 
mation and the consequent requireme^s of all personnel of those 
units to report their contacts with the press. 

8, The above suggests some solutls»s that might be con- 
sidered is the forthcomisg discussions of the recommendations 
of the Foreign InteUigeace Advisory Board.
